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THE WAR FLAGS. 


Secretary Endicott Sends a Reply to the 
House of Representatives to Mr. Bou- 
telle’s Resolution in Relation to the 
Captured Battle-Flags. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Secretary Endi- 
cott yesterday returned to the House his 
answer to the Boutelle resolution calling 


| for information as to whether the flags 


captured by the United States have béen 
removed from the placo where they were 
displayed and concealed; and if so, by 
what authority and for what purpose; 
and further, as to what propositions have 
been made by Government officials for 


| the anrrender of these flags, and whether 
| it is true that a portion of them were 
actually surrendered to persons having | 








no right to their possession. 

As a preliminary, the secretary has 
given a brief history of the flags. Of the 
whole number captured and deposited 
with the department, £386 were United 
States flags originally captured by Con- 
federates and recaptured from them, and 
44 were Confederate flags taken by the 
United States troops, making a total of 
780 in the custody of the department. 

When received they were deposited in a 
vacant attic room of a building on Seven- 
teenth street, occupicd by the clerks of 


| the Adjutant-Genoral’s office. In 1867 the 


superintendent of the buildings, without 
instructions, as far as can be ascertained, 
had a few of them removed to his office, 
where a few werc placed upon the walls 
and the remainder upon shelves or in 
pigeon holes. 

At this time an inventory of these flags 
was entered in a hook, in which was also 
entered a description and brief history of 
the capture of those that could be identi- 
fied as belonging to particular organiza- 
tions. They remained here until the lat- 
ter part of 1874. 

The report states that while some of 
the Confederate flags had since been 
given the companies or regiments captur- 
ing them, none have passed out of the 
custody of the department that were in 
such custody when Secretary Endicott 
assumed charge of the department. 
The orderto return the flags, and the 
order revoking it, are given, and the 
statement is made that no flags were 
actually returned under the first order. 

As to the law requiring the public ex- 
hibition of captured flags and trophies, 
it is assumed that the construction put 
upon it by former secretaries of war and 
of the navy that the law applied to 
tropbies takon from a foreign enemy, and 
not to those taken during domestic hos- 
tilities is the correct one. 

Consideration of the report was de- 
ferred until after itis printed, and when 
it comes up again in the House, it is 
likely to provoke a lively political discus- 
sion. 
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INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 





An Opinion of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission on the Complaint of the 
Chamber ot Commerce ot Danville, Va., 
Against the Richmond & Danville Road. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The Inter-State 

Commerce Commission yesterday an- 

nounced an opinion by Chairman Conley 

in the case of the complaint of the Dan- 
ville (Va.) Chamber of Commerce against 
the Richmond & Danville Railroad Com- 
pany. The complaint contained a num- 
ber of charges, the chief of which were 
that it made excessive rates; that it dis- 
criminated in its charges against the mer- 
chants and traders of Danville and in 


favor of the merchants and _ traders 
of Richmond, Lynchburg and Char- 
lottesville, and especially that it 


discriminated by refusing to give to 
merchants andtraders at Danville in re- 
spect to merchandise purchased by them at 
Richmond and other points through rates 
from the point of purchase to the point 
at which they might make sale thereof. 
Through rates to Danville from both di- 
rections were complained of; but the 
commission holds that in so far as the 
rates are made by other companies with- 
out the participation of the defendant, 
the defendant does not charge itself with 
any responsibility therefor by merely 
giving the rates in addition to its own to 
any one who asks for through rates. 

The commission holds that the justice of 
local rates can not be determined by a 
comparison of them with the rates 
charged on tong through lines upon 
which the freights are carried for long 
listances in great volume and at rela- 
‘ively very much less expense than like 
‘reights can be carried when moved in 
ess quantities and for comparatively 

hort distances. 

The commission holds that the railroad 
‘an not be compeled to give the same rate 
‘or the twoshipments, say, for instance, 
‘rom Richmond, Va. to Danville, and 
‘hen re-shipped to Goldsboro, N. C., that 
t gives where there is but one shipment 
lirect from Richmond to Goldsboro, The 
‘act that its refusing to do so operates in 
favor of one town or adversely to another, 
does not charge it with unjust discrimina- 
tion, which must consist in doing for or 
allowing to one party or place what is de- 
nied to another. It can not be predicated 
of action which in itself is impartial.

Nocause what- 
ever is assigned for this seeming in- 
difference.—Dalton (Ga.) Citizen. 

—In the district court at Waco Tex., 
Andrew Miller, a negro preacher, 
charged with the theft of a cow, when 
brought for trial, wished to open the 
court with prayer. The judge re 
quested the sheriff to take the prisoner 
to the judge’s private office and let him 
pray. After prayer the prisoner was 
eonvicted of theft, as charged in the 
indictment, and given two years in the 
penitentiary. 

—The average watch is composed of 
175 different pieces, comprising up- 
wards of 2,400 separate and distinet 
operations in its manufacture. The 
balance has 18,000 beats or vibrations 
per hour, 12,960,080 in thirty days, 
157,680,000 in one year; it travels one 
and 48-100 inches with each vibration, 
which is equal to 9} miles in twenty- 
four hours, 292$ miles in thirty days, 
or 8,558} miles in one year. 

—The latest ‘‘fad’’ among wealthy 
familiesisto burn “driftwood”’ in open 
grate fires. This wood is gathered 
along the seacoast by Eastern parties, 
packed in barrels and shipped through 
the country. It is mostly wreckage. 
A great part of it has once been the 
material of ships’ bottoms, and was 
sheathed with copper plates. The cop- 
per salts have impregnated the wood, 
and when burned it gives out most 
beautiful green and _ peacock blue 
flames. . 

—In parts of India wild elephants 
give a great deal of trouble to persons 
employed in road improving, frightening 
the native workmen and destroying 
their work and knocking down their 
houses. A herd will come along the 
newly made road, and reaching a 
temporary bridge will send their 
lightest member across to test it. Be- 
ing made to support bipeds only, it 
will generally give way, whereupon 
the herd will express its disapproval of 
such workmanship by promptly de- 
molishing it. 

—During avolent thunder and light- 
ning storm at Middleton, Fla., lately, 
an immense ball of fire was seen to fall 
in the forest near She town. Searching 
parties were sent out, and parties of 
negroes found it, but they were too su- 
perstitious to handle it. It struck a 
big pine, demolishing it and splitting 
the rock into two pieces. One weighed 
about two hundred pounds and the 
other twenty-five. It sank into the 
ground nearly eight feet. It appears 
to be of iron ore covered with opaque 
white cystals. 

—Turk’s Island, one of the West 
Indies, is only 7 miles long and 1} 
miles wide. It contains 2,500 inhabit- 
ants, three-fourths negroes. The only 
product and export of the little island 
is salt and sponges. Of these it sends 
out annually 2,000,000 bushels and 
2,600 bales of sponges. Two-thirds of 
the salt goes to the United States and 
the rest to the Canadian provinces as 
fishery salt. The best part of the salt 
is piled ug outdoors in stacks 15 to 20 
feet high. It is pure, dazzling white 
and trying te the eyes; in fact, so much 
so that those who work at the salt 
usually wear goggles. 

—At 10:30 o’clock on a recent even- 
ing the people of Middletown, Pa., 
who had not retired at that hour were 
startled by their natural gas lights 
and fires suddenly springing up a 
distance of a foot or so. Then 
the lights leaped to the ceil- 
ing and the stoves roared like fur- 
naces. The people rushed through the 
streets warning their neighbors, and 
but for the prompt action taken the 
town would have been sacrificed. The 
' surplus gas was caused by the ball or 
safety valve of the gasometer being 
either taken off, or falling off, thereby 
throwing the entire pressure of the 
well, ninety pound#> on the service 

The pressurd was thrown on in 
every house, and alkayst every one had 
left the gas burning,

THE PRESIDENTIAL PARTY HEARTILY 
WELCOMED. 





After a Parule Around the City the Party 
Go to the Sub-Tropical Exposition Build- 
ings—Grand Reception Held in the Even- 
ing at the Hotel. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Feb. 24. 
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j A OR some time the people of 
this city have been preparing 
for the arrival of the presi- 

2 detial party. The presiden- 
tial train arrived here yester- 
day afternoon, and was 

greeted with a salute of twenty-one guns 
and the acclamations of an immense con- 
course of people. The party was escorted to 
the St. James hotel by the state militia, the 
reception committee in carriages and a band 
playing patriotic airs. Mayor Barbridge 
rode in the carriage with the president and 
Mrs. Cleveland, which was decorated with 
flowers and evergreens. At 1:30 o'clock, 
after the presidential party had taken lunch, 
the marshal of the day, Maj. Harkishimer, 
with twenty aids, formed the procession in 
the following order: 

First division —-Folice in platoons, the mar- 
shal and his aids, the band of the First Flor- 
ida battalion, the presidential party in car- 
riages, the carriage of the president and Mrs. 
Cleveland being drawn by six black horses; 
Wilson’s battery mounted as a special escort 
to the president, the Second Florida bat- 
tulion, the congressional party in carriages, 
the press association in carriages, invited 
guests in carriages, 

Second division—Key West band of col- 
ored men, the Uniformed Knights of Pythias, 
the Independent Order of Red Men, the 
Perry guards of the colored state militia, 
the Duval guards of the colored state mili 
tia, Jacksonville Typographical Union, No. 
162, and the Jacks nvil’e fire department, 

Other organizations and citizens generally 
followed, The line of March was along the 
principal streets, which were gay with doco- 
rations, of all kinds, including evergreens, 
bunting, festoons of oranges and orange 
flowers. Masses of people in holiday attire 
lined the route, and it is estimated that 100,- 
0M) citizens and visitors witnessed the pro- 
cession, including thousands of northern 
tourists, 





THE MAIN EXPOSITION BUILDING, 
On the arrival of the procession at the ex- 
position building another salute of twenty- 


one guns was fired. The president, Mrs. 
Cleveland and their party and the visiting 
congressmen were met at the north entrance 
by ther eception committee of the sub- 
tropical exposition, with Director General 
Paine and the officers of the association, and 
were escorted to the platform in front.of the 
north galleries. The other guests were es- 
corted to the south gallery. The military 
then entered and stacked arms, except the 
guards on duty. 

Seats were provided on the platform for 
representatives of the city, state and United 
States governments, distinguished citizens 
and committees. When the president, Mrs. 
Cleveland and the accompanying guests were 
seated, Col. J. J. Daniel delivered an ad- 
dress. in which he welcomed the president 
and Mrs. Cleveland to Florida, in behalf of 
the sub-tropical exposition and its man- 
agement, the city of Jacksonville, the board 
of trade, and the state-of Florida and her 
people. 

Col. 
plauded. 

When quiet had been restored the presi- 
dent arose and made a short speech thanking 
them for their manifestations of welcome 
and closed by saying: : 

“T intend that during my brief visit to you 
oflicial cares shall give way to freedom, which 
you invite, in the hope and expectation that 
with the large conception of greatness and 
beauty of my country which I shall here ac- 
quire I shall return to my post of duty better 
alle to serve you and my fellow-citizens,” 

The president’s speech was greeted with 
the most vociferous and long-continued ap- 
plause. 

President Cleveland resumed his seat, but 
the applause and cheering continued to break 
out anew at short intervals, and at length 
Mr. C. H. Jones stepped forward to the pres- 
id. ut and suggested that the people desired 
to see Mrs. Cleveland, 

"Ie acted at once on the suggestion, and as 
Mrs. Cleveland rose he took her by the hand 
and led her to the front. Then broke forth 
a perfect tempest of cheering and a storm of 
he::d clapping. This ended the formal part 
of the ceremonies. The Indies and- gentle- 
meu ou the platform came forward and were 
introduced to the president and Mrs. Cleve- 
land, Secretary and Mrs. Whitney, and Col. 
and Mrs. Lamont, and the: the party re- 
tured to their carriages and were driven to 
the hotel, Their inspection of the exposition 
was deferred until morning,

fhe Second Ballot of the Second Day’s 

Session Settles It—The Time for Holding 

the Convention Changed to June 5—In- 

dustrial Reformers Nominate. 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 24.—The committee re- 
assembled in Willard’s hall shortly after 10 
o'clock with closed doors. There was a 
crowd of anxious workers from St. Louis, 
San Francisco, Chicago and New York, 
working in the lobby, and all sorts of rumors 
were afloat about changes in the prospects of 
each and all the leading cities, that had 
grown out of the conferences of the night. 

As soonas the committee was called to 
order Mr. Scott offered a motion to lay aside 
pending business and consider a motion to 
change the date of meeting of the conven- 
tion to an earlier date. This was defeated 
by a vote of 23 yeas, nays 24. Balloting for 
a place of meeting then began. 

The first ballot resulted: Chicago 16; 
San Francisco, 17; St. Louis, 13; New 
York, 1. 

After a recess of a fe* moments balloting 
for the place of holding the convention was 
resumed. The vote for St. Louis and Cui- 
cago stood as on the first ballot of the morn- 
ing, but when the names of the territorial 
delegates were reached three of them, who 
had previously voted for San Francisco, 
changed to St. Louis, and this break, sup- 
plemented by a speech from Senator Gor- 
man, in favor of St. Louis, started others 
in the same direction, so that when the re- 
sult of the ballot was announced by the 
chair St. Louis had been unanimously se- 
lected. 

Chairman Barnum, of Connecticut, was 
the first delegate from the states whose state 
was called that changed his vote from 
Chicago to St. Louis. Mr. Walsh, from 
Georgia, followed the lead of Mr. Barnum, 
and Mr. (iorman, who had _ previously 
favored San Francisco changed to St. Louis. 
Then followed other changes from delegates 
that had previously favored San Francisco 
or Chicago, until a motion of Mr, Gondy 
made the vote unanimous. 

Ex-Senator,McDonald, of Indiana, then 
moved to substitute June 5 for July 3, and 
this was carried by a _ vote of 29 to 17, Mr. 
Prather, the delegate from Missouri not vot- 
ing. 

After this question had been decided the 
committee adopte 1 a call which is practically 
the same as that adopted by the committee 
of 1854. 

After appointin.s a committee and after a 
few other unimportant proceedings, ad- 
journed, 

The mayor of St. Louis has sent the fol- 
lowing message to President Cleveland in 
Florida: 

“President Clevelind, Jacksonville, Fla: « 

“T congratulate you and the Democracy on 
the time and location of the National con- 
vention at Si. Louis. It means, in my opin- 
ion, that the fight will be made squarely on 
the principles so clearly, forcibly and cour- 
ageously enunciated in your message.

WILD HORSES. 


The gloaming dropping 








Singular Facts About an Unbeara- 
ble Nuisance. 


How Stock-Growers Are Robbed of Their 

Animals—Hunting the Depredators—A 
Noble and a Rare Sport — Capturing 
Wolves. 


I learned from the old ranchman 
some curious facts about the wild horses 
of the plains. Every effort to destroy 
them has proved futile, and the aid of 
the Territorial Governmentis now to 
be asked to eradiate their bands. They 
have increased so wonderfully during 





the past few years that they have be- 
zome an unbearable nuisanee to the 


stock-growers of the plains. They 
graze in bands of twenty, fifty and | 
even one hundred, and are very diffi- | 


cult to approach. Anold stallion gen- | 
erally occupies some elevation, and he | 
will trumpet an alarm to the herd if he 

see5 any one coming. In times of dan- } 
rer from wild beasts the stallions form 
a circle, and the mares and colts are 
put inside. The colts are often attack- | 
ad by wolves or Rocky Mountain lions, 
vut they never succeed in killing a colt 
Without. battle with the horses,and of- 
ten the wolves and lions are kicked and | 
beaten so badly that they have to beat 

a retreat without securing their prey. 

The stallions cross and reeross the 

country looking for mares, and even 
proselyting for horses to enter their 
band. If cow ponies stray too far from 
the cattle or camp the first thing they 
know they are rounded up by an old 
stallion and driven off into the hills. 

Often a wild herd will discover a tame 
band of horses grazing quietly in the 
valley with no intention of leaving 
their range, but the band of wild 

norses, led on by their stallions, dash 
lown into the valley, capture them 
and carry them away. The wild stal- 
lions are shot without mercy by the 
ranchmen. If one is seen grazing on 
a hill he is sneaked upon and dropped 
in his tracks. ‘They are very alert and 
difficult to approach, but like the tame 
horse are easily killed. A bullet in al- 
most any part of the body will cause 
the horse to drop on the plain. 

The Indians are the best wild horse 
hunters, but they do not like to be out 
in stormy weather, and they can not 
stund the cold of winter as well as 
white men. In a storm is the best 
time to hunt wild horses, for then they 
bunch, and can not see any one ap- 
proaching until it is too late to get out 
of the way of the bullets. It is gener- 
ally useless fora hunter to attempt to 
run down a wild horse with a tame one. 
The tame horse, weighted down by the 
burden of the hunter’s body, soon tires, 
and the wild horse easily. escapes. 
Sometimes the hunters discover the 
tracks of wild horses near a stream, 
and they then hunt for their 
watering-place. The band always 
water at the same place, and, al- 
though right on the stream, the 
horses will go up or down -the 
stream for a mile or more in 
order to drink at their accustomed 
watering place. Hiding in the brush 
or crawling to the bluff, the hunter 
lies in wait until the horses come to the 
water, and then shoots them. It is 
difficult to catch them, as they seem to 
know instinctively when hunters are 
about, and if they even suspect danger 
they will at once leave the locality. 
A smoke or any thing unusual will 
stampede them, and they will run for- 
ty or fifty miles before letting up. 
Their sense of smell is very acute, and 
on the wind side about a mile is as 
close as a hunter can get before being 
discovered by his odor, and the horses 
are off in a jiffy. 

The winter is the best season for 
wild-horse hunting in Wyoming. The 
animals get discouraged by the deep 
snows and become hungry and poor. 
They are apt at such times to bunch in 
the cotton-wood groves, where they 
eat the bark off the trees and chew up 
all the small limbs they can reach. In 
winter, too, the horse-hunters can 
unite with it the business of ‘‘wolfing.”’ 
Perhaps some people do not know 
what ‘“‘wolfing” is. Well, a ‘‘wolfer’’ 
is simply a pot-hunter, or a man who 
kills wolves for their hides and the re- 
waril offered for their destruction. In 
earlier years wolves on the plains were 
killed only for their pelts, but now 
they are killed to save the game and 


| erally 


| wolfers, 


man the wolf is the greatest destroyer 
of game. The gray wolf is dangerous, 
too, and will atiack any thing, from a 
chipmunk to a man. They used to 
hunt in gangs and destroy a great 
many buffalo. They would follow an 
old bull, biting him until they had ham- 
strung him, and then they would kill 
and eat him. The buffalo being gone, 
the sheep, cattle and small game of all 
kinds suffer annually great loss ftom 
wolves. Some counties offer as much. 
as two dollars per head for wolf-scalps. 
A wolfer goes out into the section of 
country where the wolves are thickest 
and builds him acabin. He will then 
kill one or two antelopes, skin them 
and drag the bloody carcasses in pieces 
all about the country. The meat is 
then poisoned with strychnine and left 
near his cabin. 
bloody trails and follow them up until 
they come to the meat, of which they 
eat heartily, and, of course, that is the 
last of them. The wolfer has his baits 
in all parts of the country and goes 
from one place to another ‘‘skinning 
up.”’ A wolf pelt is worth from two to 
three dollars and some large grav wolf- 
skins bring as much as four and five 
dollars apiece. There are many dif- 
ferent ways of setting wolf baits, 
but the poisoned carcass of an ante- 
lope, dear, elk or cow is the most pop- 
ular method. Sometimes wolf bait is 
set in candles; the wick is pulled out, 
the hole filled with strychnine, and 
then the candle is cut up in pieces two 
or three inches long and the ends seal- 
ed or plugged up. This bait is set by 
putting a bit of stick in the ground, 
splitting it at the top and putting the 
piece of candle between the split por- 
tions of the stick. A wolf is very fond 
of candles, and when he comes along 
he jerks the bait out of the stick and 
swallows it. When the candle melts 
in his stomach, which it does in a few 
minutes, the released strychnine takes 
hold on the wolf’s vitals, and then 
there is music. The wolf always 

lames his trouble on his tail, and he 
will spin round and ‘round trying to 
atch his tail in his mouth, as I have 
seen a dog do when at play. He will 
next stand up on his hind legs and 
walk about and dance, but it all does 
no good. His shrieks and eries of pain 
are terrible to hear, and about the last 
thine he does is to turn two or three 
somersaults in the air and fall dead. 
The strychnine killsthem every time. 
Indians do not like to kill wolves; they 
think it is **tbad medicine,’’ but I never 
knew an Indian yet to object to help- 
ing to “skin up,’’ and they will gen- 
skin a wolf whenever he is 
found dead and bring the pelt to the 
wolfers. 

The wild-horse hunters are always 
and when they do not find 
plenty of wild horses they alwa.s find 
plenty of wolves and make a good 
thing out of the bounty on pelts. I 
have a boy out with a party ¢*f wolfera 
now, and he says the three of them fre- 
quently kill from twenty to twenty-five 
wolves per day, worth for their hide 
and scalps at least seventy-€re dollars. 
That's pretty good wages for three 
men, or rather two men and a boy, to 
make. Although the wolfer has a 
home cabin where he keeps all hia 
pelts, he is seldom ‘‘at home.” He 
rides and walks all over the country, 
often camping under a tree or sleeping 
in the snow or on the cold ground. 
His only care is to have plenty of 
matches, keep near timber and look 
out for ‘‘northers.”’ 

When the wolfer hunts wolves and 
horses together he takes two swift po- 
nies, one of which he rides and the oth- 
er he leads, packed with his bedding, 
grub and traps. He goes over vast 
tracts of territory, and it is only by 
hard riding and terrible exposure he 
can hope to come up to the wild horses. 
When once upon them he does not at- 
tempt to catch them, but kills them, a 
wild stallion’s scalp being worth $15 
among the stockmen of the region 
where he ranges. 

Sometimes in the summer time the 
cowboys make up large parties and 
go out to hunt wild colts. On such 
occasions they take their lassoes, some 
good riding-horses and provisions and 
hunt for the band. A band sighted, 
they creep up under cover as near a3 


possible, and then, mounting, give 
chase. The colts, being weak, soon 


fall behind the band and are lassoed 
and choked into submission. The 
little fellows are not hard to conquer 
and when separated from their wild 
companions domesticate easily, but 
can never be trusted. A band of cow- 
boys had some colts in gamp and they 
became so tame they turned them loose 
with the other horses. They stayed 
about for a day ortwo, but one morn- 
ing they were missing and were never 
seen again. 

A farmer who had a wild colt given 
to him by 2 cowboy put it in a lot by 
his house and kept it there a long time. 
It became so tame it would eat sugar 
out of his hand and let him fondle it. 
One day he left the bars down by acci- 
dent, and in the evening it was miss- 
ing. It was seen several miles from 
home and pursued, but it eseaped 
to the mountains and never came 
back. 

Hunting wild horses is a noble sport 
and a most rare one in this country.—
